FIFTY BUILDINGS A PREY TO FLAMES 



Courthouse, Hotels, Postoffice 
and Churches a Mass of 
Ruins 



HALIFAX. Oct. II.— (Special.)— A 
fire which threatened the de- 
struction of Smnmersitie, the 
second largest town in Prince Edward 
bland, was got under control this morn- 
ing aftero a strenuous light. Owing to 
the interruption of telegraph and tele- 
phone communication, details are luck- 
ing, but reports received here indicate 
thai fully oue quarter of ihe town was 
destroyed, mainly the residential section 
and n portion of Water street. So far 
as known the business district is prac- 
tically untouched. 

At least fifty buildings, including the 
court bouse, postoffice ami Anglican 
church, Baptist church, Russ, Strath- 
«oua, Charles and Plaza hotels were de- 
stroyed. The Hunk of Nova Seotin 
which was in grave danger escaped. 

The fire, which started at 10 o'clock 
in the freight shed of the Prince Ed- 
ward Island railway was speedily be- 
yond the control of the local fire force. 
A strong gale was blowing and the town 
was soon the centre of a huge confla- 
gration. Many of the residents were 
hi Charlottotown attending the exhibi- 
t ion. 

As soon us possible n special train 
was despatched from Charlottctown with 
a force of fire fighters with apparatus, 
who did good service, hut their efforts 
did not avail much until the gale sub- 
sided. 

With the scanty information nt hand 
the estimate of the loss is mere guess 
work. 

Wintor in Ontario.

which it will seek the co-operation id' 
every board of trade in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta in urging on 
both the provincial and the federal gov- 
ernments immediate action to prepare 
ihe Hudson's Bay route for navigation.

Steffnnson'g first intention was not to 
go iis far to tile north, but to make an 
ethnological investigation of the tribe of 
Indians on Mackenzie river, said to he 
the most savage on the American con- 
tinent.

Construction Proceeding Rapidly 
—Yellow Head Pass is the 
Favored Route 



PROGRESS OF SURVEYS IN MOUNTAINS 



No Decision Has Yet Been 
Reached Regarding Pass to 
Be Followed 



WINNIPEG, Oct. 11.— Colllng- 
wood Schrelber, consulting 
engineer to the Oomlnlon 
government ,and chief engineer for the 
western division of the Grand Trunk 
Paclllc for the government, on being 
Interviewed here, staled that the con- 
struction was proceeding fairly well, 
considering the great difficulty In ob- 
taining labor. "The labor isn't in the 
country, and cannot be obtained," he 
remarked. "Thai is the trouble. They 
are working from Portage la Prairie 
up as far as Edmonton. Tim work Is 
generally pretty well covered. The dis- 
tance Is 7 30 miles; and of that there 
would probably be .some 200 miles 
graded. 1 fully anticipate that the 
rails will bo laid to Edmonton before 
the snow tiles next year. Of course, 
this depends much upon the labor 
market; If there is any shortage it will 
take longer. A considerable amount of 
construction will bo done during the 
winter. They have to pierce hills 
and there are a great number of cutt- 
tlngs to be excavated. Then, too, 
they will have to get together the tim- 
ber ties, and distribute material along 
the line. Ho there will bo much 
doing." 

Mountain Surveys. 

The Interviewer next Inquired con- 
cerning the progress of the survey. 

"There arc a number of surveying 
parties in the mountains and in the 
various passes," be said. "But the 
government have not a report as yet, 
on which to come to a decision as to 
which is the best and most feasible 
to adopt. They hope, however, to re- 
ceive the necessary information in a 
short time, and it Is generally be- 
lieved that by next spring the work 
of construction will be in progress 
through the mountains. 

"Neither the government or the 
(.i. T. P. know where the line will 
traverse the Rockies. The favorite 
route of tho company Is the Yellow- 
head Pass, but the government has 
demanded information on all tho pos- 
sible routes. Explorations have con- 
sequently been made over tho Pino 
River pass, the Smoky River pass and 
the Sheep pass; while the Yellowhead 
and Peace River passes have been 
su rveyed."

preferred stockholders. 

This announcement pleased a number 
of stockholders who attended the meet- 
ing with the intention of attacking the 
policy of the directors. 

President. Wilson discussed the in- 
creased taxation imposed by the Cana- 
dian government, particularly the in- 
crease in the tariff on rails.

peg to Lake Superior Junction, 

Sir Charles further announced tbnt 
the directors would shortly ask for sub* 
Hcriptlon to a debenture issue for tho 
construction of tho now cars for the G. 
T. V., which, until required by the road, 
could be used by the Grand Trunk rail- 
way.

JAMES J. HILL ON 
EXPANSION OF WEST 

Famous Railway Magnate Makes 
Important Speech at a 
Chicago Banquet 



Chicago. Oct. S.— James .1. Hill, presi- 
dent of the Great Northern railroad, 
was the principal speaker on Saturday 
night at the banquet given at the Audi- 
torium Hotel under the auspices of the 
Commercial association. 
, 'His theme was The Development of 
the Northwest, ami his remarks were 
received with added attention because 
of the great deal in ore lands which he 
closer) Friday in behalf £ the Great 
Northern railroad. 

, After reviewing the Progress made in 
the Northwest in the Past fifty years, 
WTr. Hill said: 

"The first duty of the Northwest is 
to prepare for the burden and heat <>f 
the eomiug day. and to postpone the 
lengthening of the shadows that must 
.surely fall. 

'"\Vithin certain limits w e niny know 
exactly what is to happen in this coun- 
try and the Northwest if forces now 
operative ami if tendencies now active 
are unchecked. These, briefly, ore the 
certainties of the next fifty years, sup- 
ported by facts ascertained beyond Pos- 
sibility of error. 

"By the middle of this century, with- 
in the lifetime of thousands now living, 
bur population will he more than two 
hundred million. Where are these peo- 
ple to find profitable occupation? How 
are they to obtain the necessities of life? 
The question is always pressing upon 
great cities like Chicago, where immi- 
gration centres. 

. "Labor was never as scarce, wages 
wore never as liitrh as nt the present 
day. We cannot stop the inflow or check 
the natural increase. We "Hist deter- 
mine, however, upon an economy ditter- 
ent from the present when our popula- 
tion is approximately three 'hues what 
it was in 1000. 

Looks Forward Fifty Years. 

''Striking as lias been found the con- 
trast between WOo and 1000. that be- 
tween the present and 1050 Will reveal 
more serious features. 

"Practically speaking our public lands 
are all occupied. The irrigation of lain] 
by the general government will do some- 
thing, hut when all the present plans 
are completed the.v will furnish land for 
fewer than one million live hundred thou- 
sand small farms „f forty acres each, 



or for a population of seven or eight 
million people. 

"Our other natural resources have 
been exploited with a lavish hand. Our 
exports consist mostly id' the products 
of the soil. Our iron and coal supplies 
will begin to show signs of exhaustion 
before fifty years have passed. The 
former, at the present rale of produc- 
tion, will be greatly reduced. 

"Our forests are rapidly going: our 
vast supply of mineral oil Hows to the 
ends of the tarrh. We cannot continue 
to supply the whole world and recruit 
our own resources by the methods of 
trade that now obtain, because the min- 
erals stored in the ground do not recre- 
ate themselves. Once used, I hey are 
gone for ever. We shall, with these com- 
ing millions to provide for, he thrown 
back upon the soil, the only resource of 
mankind that is capable of infinite re- 
newal and that offers life fur generation 
after generation. 

Railroads Expect Protection, 

"Next in importance to tin- soil comes 
that of trausporrataion. Already the 
growth of our commerce between the 
Mississippi River and the Atlantic coast 
finds itself delayed and hampered for 
want of addition.il railway lines ami of; 
terminal facilities. And throughout the 
whole country there is a rising call for 
more tracks, more engines, more cars 
and more transportation facilities of all 
kinds. 

"To furnish what is required will rail 
for the Investment of many hundred 
million dollars to be furnished oul of the 
savings of the people of all classes, and 
without them the whole business of the 
I country must suffer. 

I "Money invested in railways expects a 
j fair return on the investment, and al- 
most expects the same measure of pro- 
tection before the law that is accorded 
to other property. The enormous press- 
ure of masses of people seems t.i crush 
out the hope and energy and prosperity 
of a large proportion of them; and the! 
great problem of modern progress, af- \ 
ter all is how to ileal with this tendency; 
how to prevent the forces of advancing 
social evolution from being destructive 
as well as creative. This is the prob- 1 
loin of the nation, exnctly staled, audi 
it is in a special sense, the problem of | 
the Northwest."

"The Bulkley Valley 
is rapidly settling up, while many honie- 
seekens are going still further, to the 
fine lands to he found in Pleasant val- 
ley, in the XecJitieho country, and be- 
tween Francois and Ootsn lakes. The

was purely technical as to whether the 
charge had been properly laid under sec- I 
tion 304 of ihe Criminal Code, and as 
to whether the defrauding of "electors" I 
was the defrauding of "the public." Air. j 
Elwood of Monsnmin appeared for the 
crown and Mr. Norman ' Mackenzie, Ke- 1 
gina, for Sinclair. 

In ihe coursei.of ihe argument Mr. j 
Justice Siftnn said there was no doubt 
that ihe public were interested in Ihe 
question, lull ihe question was whether 
they had anything of which ihey could 
he defrauded. lie would be inclined lo 
distinguish bet ween people who could be 
specifically described as a chits and 
those who could not so be described. 

Mr. IClwood replied that every person 
living in the province was interested mull 
was affected, or might be affected* by an j 
election, and lo thill cxlcnt mighl he j 
defrauded. Every person living in the 
country had a right lo expect that prop- 
er laws would lie enacted, and if im- 
proper people got elected by improper 
means then every resident was defraud- 
ed whether he was a voter or not, and 
in that manner all ihe people, ihe pub- i 
lie. whether they had voles or not, were j 
defrauded. 

Mr. Mackenzie contended that ihe! 
word "public" referred to electors gen- i 
erally. i Here were a number of pc- I

The scarcity of domestic servants is 
felt in the Old Country as well as in 
British Columbia, although it is more 
pressing here, especially with the in- 
creasing wage that Ihe Chinese are de- 
manding.

(honorary president I. ..*rs. Day, Lady 
Crease and Mrs. Macgregor. 

Miss Saunders explained that gentle- 
women by birth and education were 
carefully chosen and trained at the 
Lenton Colonial Training Home in 

Shropshire. Th nirse included dairy 

work, poultry, laundry, dressmaking, 
cooking and housework. 

The pupils do all ihe work of the 
house, taking it in turn to be cook or 
housemaid. The routine is somewhat as 
follows: They rise at (1:30;. the cooks 
attend to the cooking, linking and dairy 
work, as well as taking charge of the 
poultry; the housemaids do ihe bed- 
rooms, clean and dust Ihe silling rooms, 
light and trim the lamps, and attend to 
Ihe parlor work: ihey also on the first 
days of the week undertake ihe laundry 
work. 

At the end of Ihe term, certificates 
staling capacity and conduct are given 
lo satisfactory pupils anil they are as- 
sisted, as far as possible, in obtaining 
posts in Ihe colonics. 

With a practical education such as 
lliis. ihe "home helps" are conveyed in 
parlies, to the colonies, hut only (o fill 
situations which have been obtained for 
thrill in advance by a committee ap- 
pointed in every large centre for this 
purpose. 

The minimum wage has been fixed at 
i?ir>, with Ihe understanding that they 
will bp received as members of the fam- 
ily, ami be willing to undertake the 
work of the household. 

A general and useful discussion fol- 
lowed, and a committee consisting of 
Mrs. Perrin. .Mrs. Jenkins ami Mrs. Mc- 
Knrlane was appointed lo further the 
work. 1 1 will be some time before a 
party will be coming to the far west, 
bul Ihe committee would be glad to 
know whether, there is likely to he any 
demand for such help in Victoria. .Ap- 
plication forms may he bad from ml 
Perrin. as secretary of the committee.

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Capt. Whistler Formerly of. the 
Steamer Tacoma Returns 
Here From Arctic 



WENT FROM HONGKONG IN SCHOONER 



Tragic Death of One Member of 
Party— Gold From Beneath 
the Ice 



Capt. Whistler, formerly muster of 
the X. P. Oriental liner Tocoma, who 
has been mining for some years at Capo 
Nome, has returned to Victoria for a 
' visit, ami in conversation with u Colo- 
nist reporter yesterday told of some in- 
teresting features of the Arctic mining 
Camp. Capt. Whistler left the steamer 
Tacoma at Hongkong in the days of the 
Klondike rash and, with some other ad- 
venturous spirits, conczeived the idea ol 
prospecting in the Kotzebue Sound dis- 
trict. In company with Mr. Wattley o. 
the Green island cenacttt works of Hong- 
kong, and Messrs. Mnurich and Dnmiett, 
lie left Hongkong for Kotzebue Sound 
on the schooner Caleb Curtis, then forty 
years old, which they bought for the 
voyage. Muurieh fell through a hole in 
the ice at Kotzebue Sound and was 
frozen to death. 

, The tragedy of the unfortunate mans 
fate was one not to be forgotten by the 
others. The lost miner had left the 
schooner to journey over the iee with 
an Indian packer. When about a mile 
from the schooner he fell through a hole 
in the ice, and to prevent himself from 
falling completely he held with out 
StrctcheS arms ou the surface. He waf 
'tinabie to extricate himself, though, and 
soon froze. The Indian, becoming loo 
excited to do anything, lost his head 
and, instead of returning to the schooner 
to notify the' party of the unfortunate 
man's predicament, he van away, going 
to a mission about one hunrded miles 
from the scene, where he reported the 
occurrence. In the meantime search had 
been made by those of the schooner 
without result. It was two months after 
the unfortunate man had been frozen in 
the ice that u search party from the 
mission found him frozen solid in the ice 
■ with his outstretched arms still spread 
across the- face -of -the ice.- 

The Caleb Curtis Was Wracked 
at Cape Nome, whither the. party pro- 
ceeded after prospecting at Kotzebue 
Sound. The schooner went to pieces 
after she drove ashore in the big gale 
of ltlOf), and, says Capt. Curtis, it was 
perhaps due to providence that she did 
drive nshore and go to pieces then, for 
they were thinking of selling the vessel 
to a party wanting to cruise to Manila. 
The vessel was evidently fn no condi- 
tion for such a voyage, as it afterward 
proved, although she was perfectly 
sound below the wnterline. However, 
when the gnle put the vessel on the 
beach the deck was broken in two parts 
and half burled in the sand and there 
was little of the schooner left, 

Capt. Whistler has cause to remem- 
ber the big gale of 1900. accounted in 
Nome the worst in the history of the 
camp. He was burnt out ill the big lire 
at Nome, when he lost much of his 
property and considerable photographs 
and gatherings of other kinds, and in 
the big storm he was washed out. His 
cabin, a frame building, was located on 
Ihe bench within a short distance from 
the tide's limits, and ho slept peaceably 
despite the storm — his sea experience 
permitted that. About 2 a. m. a big 
scow lifted on combing rollers swept 
into the foundation of the big Kimball 
warehouses and caused some wreekuge, 
pounding in the sides like a great bat- 
tering rnm. and four hours Inter lie had 
a similar experience on a smaller scale. 
Some big drums in which gasoline had 
been brought north were battered 
against the side of his house and came 
through, together with 'combing surf. 



forcing him from the wrecked building 
in haste. 

This storm wrecked and buried large 
numbers of power plants that had been 
placed on the beach to work the ruby 
sands and the damage resulted in break- 
ing many of the operators. Ultimate y 
the salvage of some of these plants Itud 
the basis of a fortune for others. One 
man named Reed, who -had a small hand 
forge and did a little jobbing business, 
made considerable money by recovering, 
repairing and buying and reselling the. 
boilers, etc., take from the sand piled 
over them on the beach. Fine boilers 
that had cost between *:W0 and W to 
land at Nome were sold for $30 and $40, 
nnd rotary pumps, half-buried in the 
piled sand, were almost given nwny. 
When repaired these brought large sums. 

Many Novel Ways of Working 
to recover gold from the rich beaches 
are being practiced at Nome, said Capt. 
Whistler. Finch, the well-known diver 
of Tacoma, who did some Work endeav- 
oring to recover the wreck of the steam- 
er Islander, has heen diving under the 
ice to recover gold from under the sen. 
He lias come out this winter, Intending 
to inerense his plant and work on it 
larger scale. Finch's method was to 
build a long house on the beach for his 
gear, pumps, etc., nnd to carry long 
sluices out over the ice to some distance 
off shore where a cut of about fifty feet, 
ten feet wide, was made, and on the ice 
nearby was built a house on skids so 
that it could be moved over the ice. Here 
the attendants who looked after the air 
pumps, etc., were housed and the diver 
worked below with a suction pump, bor- 
ing the nozzle into the gold-laden sand 
and pumping it up to the sluice boxes 
on the ice. He was stated to have done 
very well, and is going to continue the 
work. 

Another unique method of mining at 
Cape Nome described by Capt. Whistler 
is that of freezing. The beaches at Cape 
Nome are the richest areas and in the 
winter when the ice covers them miners 
adopt the scheme of working the sands 
under the ice. The ice freezes only, as 
a rule, to the depth of about four feet. 
The miners locate a place and there cut 
out a squar section of the upper part ot 
the ice, leaving only a thin layer. When 
this is done they transfer their scene of 
labor to another section, and in the 
meantime the water under the thin layc 
freezes to a further depth. Then the 
operation is continued and kept up until 
by this means the sea has been frozen 
aud cut away, leaving a space where 
access is given to the sen-bottom, while 
a wall of ice acts as a dam to keep back 
the sea. By this means the sea-bottom 
is being worked in several districts, par- 
ticularly at Bluff, fifty miles northeast 
of Cape Nome. In one section Bfteen 
feet square $1,700 was taken in a day 
by this means., 

In the fall, too, the miners are alert 
to get down to the beach after a storm. 
When the great seas sweep in they 
plunge into the sand with the result that 
often they delve nnd throw up about 
fifty feet or more. After the' ebb fol- 
lowing one of these storms the beach is 
always littered with hand-rockers and 
the ■ miners, as a rule, ' make good pay. 
Capt. Whistler says the

Capt. Whistler came 
from the northern camp on the steamer 
Victoria, which arrived at Seattle a few 
days ago, and he said that there is still 
another cargo of merchandise left on the 
wharves at Seattle after the sailing of 
that steamer and the Senator, the last 
of the season. He doubts if thn will be 
sent this season, as steamers cannot be 
secured, although very high freights are 
offered. . 

('apt. Whistler has done very well 
during his stay in the north and pro- 
poses to return shortly to hud; after his 
holdings at and near the northern camp. 
He has a large circle in this city, 'into 
which he brought the steamer Tacoma 
for so many years when that vessel, with 
the Victoria and Olympia were running 
in the Oriental trade under the Dodwell 
Hag.

Hard on the trail of Gun-a-noot, the 
Indian who murdered two white men 
in the vicinity of Hnzelton last sum- 
mer. Provincial Constables Munro and 
Wilkie are pushinpr through the wlldeu- 
ness from Hazelton in the direction of 
the headwaters of the Llard nnd Peace 
rivers. The two constables are out for 
the winter, for next spring, next sum- 
mer, und— in fact their commission Is 
to get Gun-a-noot no matter how long 
they are about It, and those who know 
the' calibre of the two men realize 
that Gun might as well come down and 
quit before he suffers the hardships of 
winter dodging around the frozen 
country ahead of the police. They Will 
certainly keep Gun-a-noot on the 
move, for the latest advices from the 
North are that they are now only a 
few laps behind him. 

By canoe and trail the constables 
arc vigorously pushing their quarry in- 
to a corner of the country where they 
will certainly in time round him up. 
The two men have good guides. and 
when they left Hazelton they took with 
them a ton and a half of provisions. 
This, together with the game they will 
bring down on the trip, is sufficient to 
last them many months on a hard 
chase. Both Munro and Wilkie are 
hard, sinewy, tough men physically, 
and the task set the>n is to their lik- 
ing. That thev will be able to stand 
the tire of the trail, with Its packing 
of grub, poling of canoe, lining through 
rapids and resting at nights with the 
round boulders of the gravel bar under 
their heads for pillows, is no less cer- 
tain than they they will bring the bad 
Indian to civilization and justice.

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THE WATER PROBLEM. 

(living Mis Worship the Mayor all 
credit to which he is entitled for his in- 
dustry, earnestness and perseverance ill 
dealing with the water problem, lie 
really leaves it pretty much where he 
found it. The subject calls for consid- 
eration on broad lines, and we nil ought 
to endeavor to approach it without 
prejudice. In proportion as we are 
averse to or in favor of any particular 
project, our views in respect to any 
other project are likely to be warped. 
This observation applies to the Colonist 
and every one else, as well as to the 
.Mayor. At on early stage in this dis- 
cussion this paper reached the conclusion 
that, of all the plans available, the ac- 
quisition of the property ami franchises 
of the ICsquiuialt Waterworks Company 
was most in the interest of the city, 
provided, of course, that tho cost was 
not too great. We mention this now so 
, that those who read what may he here- 
after said in these columns on the sub- 
ject may make due allowance for it. 
Our position in tins matter is not that 
of an advocate, but simply similar to 
that of any citizen who, having strong 
views of his own, is nevertheless pre- 
pared to consider all proposals on their 
merits and to change his mind if lie is 
shown tiial he is wrong. 

There are ..certain things concerning 
the water supply of Victoria on which 
we are nil agreed. They are: 

Thai the present supply is not suffi- 
cient in volume; 

That the pressure is not adequate to 
the needs of the city, either for domestic 
or fire purposes; 

That the quality of the water is not 
satisfactory by reason of the flatness of 
its taste, its unpleasant odor and the 
quantity of matter suspended in it which 
the present filtration does not remove. 

Hence we all are agreed that the city 
needs a larger supply of better water 
under a stronger pressure. 

There is nothing new in this, but it 
is well to state the case clearly at the 
outset. Much of what follows will not 
be new. but it is desirable to present ns 
fully as possible all the aspects of the 
case. 

The available sources of supply are 
three in number: Elk hike and Hie High- 
land district, which may be considered 
as one. because the utilization of the 
Highland district contemplates the con- 
tinuance of Elk lake, either as the main 
or an auxiliary source of supply; the 
Coldstream walershed, and Sooke lake. 
Either of the last two will furnish abun-j 
dunt water for the needs of the city for 
many years to come; possibly the lirst 
named will also, but it remains to be 
demonstrated. We think thai on the 
point of quality there can be no doubt 
thai both UoldslrciUll and Sooke lake 
are to be preferred to 10 1 U lake nnd tho 
Highland district. The water used west 
of the Arm comes from Thetis lake, and 
in quality i: is highly superior to thai 
drawn from Klk lake. It is absolutely 
free from odor nf any kind and is not 
Hut to the taste. Why this should be 
the case we do not know. The ootidi 
lions in both cases are apparently much 
alike, except Hint possibl/ Thetis hike i- 
clennor than Klk and Beaver lakes. We 
are unable to suggesl any reason why 
water collected in the Highland district 
Oilghl not to In' us good us wnler col 
ICCtud in tin' (ie). i -[ream watershed, bul 

it appears obvious Mini as the land in 
the vicinity of Elk lake is settled upon 
and cultivated, there will be an increas- 
ing amount of deleterious drainage into 
that body of wilier. To what extent 
this may be true may be an npoil qucs- 
tion. ( but there Is no room for doubt Hint 
tile Coldstream watershed will always 
remain as uncontnininated a source of 
supply as it would be possible to obtain 
anywhere, unless n stream flowing nttl 
of a glacier or perennial snow field could 
be utilized. The hitler observation may 
niso apply to Sooke lake: ii could be 
made to apply to it if a sutllciently large 
area around the lake were placed undci 
permanent reserve. Quality is an ex- 
ceedingly important thing in connection 
with a municipal water supply. No city 
can have a stronger recommendation as 
a place of residence than the fact that it 
has a bountiful supply of clear, spark- 
ling, odorless water, but in the discus- 
sions on this subject quality is assigned 
n subordinate place. We have mi abun- 
dance of figures; we are perplexed by 
suggestions as to mains, pumps nnd 
watersheds, bul only incidentally is the 
unit tor of quality considered. Yel this 
is really of the lirst importance, It is 
proper to add Hint 131k lai<e water from 
a sanitary point of now appears to he 
unobjectionable. Analysis shows this; 
but, what is even more convincing, the 
health of the city proves it. 

We content ourselves with a reference 
to this aspect; of the subject today, add- 
ing (hut, in reaching a conclusion as ( 
what is best to be done, the citizens 
should hoop ever in mind the probable 
necessities' of the future, If a large 
expenditure is to be made, let it lirst be 
ascertained, beyond all reasonable nttcs- 



tion, (hat it will be of permanent advan- 
tage to the city; that is, that it will be 
upon work Unit will, practically speak- 
ing, be pefmanenf. One of the reasons 
given for not abandoning Elk lake is 
that we have spent so much money 
there. Surely it is inadvisable to spend 
any large additional sum there, unless 
■ t ciin be demonstrated with certainty 
thai we ntoy not in a few years find 
ourselves compelled to go elsewhere for 
water. We know for n surety that there 
are available two large sources of sup- 
ply of the best of water. Before we 
commit ourselves to any great expendi- 
ture let us make sure that we will not, 
at no very distant day, be compelled to 
have recourse to one or the other of 
them. 



THE LABOR QUESTION. 

The Va nver Board of Trade has 

adopted the following resolution: 

"Whereas, nil industries are suffering 
and the general development of the 
Province is being retarded by a dearth 
of Inbor. 

"He it resolved — That a memorial he 
presented to the Dominion and Provin- 
cial governments praying that immediate 
steps be taken to secure the introduc- 
tion or a suitable supply of labor suffi- 
cient for the country's needs, ami that 
us wide public support as possible be ob- 
tained in endorsation of such memorial." 

A special committee was appointed to 
take the matter in hand. 

The principal speaker in favor of the 
resolution was Mr. H. O. Hell- Irving, 
wdio very greatly regretted Hie dearth 
of Chinese labor; but the reports of the 
meeting do not represent any of the 
other speakers as endorsing his position. 

language nnd no doubt in employing the 
expression "suitable supply of labor," 
Mr. Bell-Irving had the introduction of 
more Chinese in mind. This is, of 
course, the quickest solution of the prob- 
lem, and that is why it commends it- 
self to penple, but the- country cannot 
afford to have recourse to it. fifteen or 
twenty years ago the people of [ha state 
of Washington were suffering from a 
shortage of labor. The exclusion law 
had shut the Chinese out and white peo- 
ple had not come in in sufficient num- 
bers lo meet the demand for laborers. 
All tin:: has bee:: now changed. When 
it became known that there was remun- 
erative employment for all who desired 
it, people came to seek it. and the re- 
sult is lo be seen in prosperous cities. 
Let any one wdio beljevcs it to be a good 
thing to have a large coollie class in the 
community look at the conditions exist- 
ing in the Sound cities. Let him lake 
the ease of Seattle and try to picture to 
himself what that city would be like 
if hordes of Chinamen, living as Chin- 
ese do, occupied the places now tilled by 
white workmen. Eel such a one relied 
upon what Victoria would be like if 
white men, with homes and families, did 
the work which Chinamen are doing. 
When we say this must be a white limit's 
country, we mean Hint it must he a 
country where the home of the white 
laborer will be Hie basis upon which the 
whole social and industrial fabric will 
rest. Depend upon it. cheap labor may 
be purchased too dearly. We all desire 
lo see the resources of the province de- 
veloped; we all desire to see men of en- 
terprise make money upon their invest- 
ments; but better a little slower pro- 
gress, better a little smaller margin of 
profit than that any kind of honorable 
labor should be permanently degraded, 
and that instead of the home, with all 
its influences making for good citizenship 
and sterling manhood, we should have 
the dark alleys and opium-recking dens 
inhabited by the poorest specimens of 
a race, alien to our blood, our traditions 
and our aspirations. 

INHERITANCE TAX.

Per- 
haps his principal claim lo distinction 
is that he was found out. But it is a 
good thing to have an occasional demon- 
stration that laws ngainst corruption at 
elections mean something. 



Captain Holland .1. Hons Cullin writes 
from Victoria to the Overseas Daily 
Mail in condemnation of "graft" in the 
United Stales. It is no part of the Col- 
onist's business to defend Unit country 
from Capt. Cullin's charges, although we 
think they arc greatly overstated. But 
when he makes the sweeping statement 
that "honor is cut down somewhat in 
"the wild and woolly west,' " it seems 
proper to say thai his observations of the 
customs of the 'West must have been 
very meagre.

Attention is drawn to this by th,. fori 
that the [Juke of Rutland has 1 n com- 
pelled lo close Bclvoir Cnstle lor a year 
and ronl liis shooting moors in order to 
meet this charge upon the estate, which 
lie lias inlieritated. There have been 
some very lor^e contributions to the 
British revenue from iliis source during 
recent years. We think the largest sum 
ever paid in death duties, ns the tn\ is 
called iii the United Kingdom, was by 
the estate of Alfred licit, mill amounted 
to $5,000,000. (Jporjte Smith, of Chi- 
cago, who died in Scot la ml. left properly 
upon which $1,500,000 was paid to (lie 
treasury. Sir Charles Tenant's executors 
contributed more than S 1 ,500,000, and 
there have been (juite a number of sums 
equally, or nearly, ns large. So fur ;is 
appears on tho surface of things, these 
heavy dues arc cheerfully paid, at least 
there is no ngitatiou for ,-i repeal of the 
tax. 

An inheritance lax is about as equit- 
able a met hod of raising a revenue us 
can 'be desired, provided it is properly 
graded. We have one in British Co- 
lumbia nnd ii is not fell lo be burden- 
some. Indeed it is very well worth con- 
sidering if the tnx, might not be mater- 
ially increased upon estates over n cer- 
tain amount. Great fortunes should pay 
their share towards the maintenance of 
the institutions of the country under 
which th cy were nccuiuulalrd. As a rule 
they do not. The ways by which |hc 
tax collector ran be evaded arc ninny 
and devious. It is only -when the time 
conies to total up what an esmle is 
worth, in order thai it may be divided 
among the heirs nnd legatees, thai Ihc 
truth can be got at.

BUCENTAUR ARRIVES. 

Trade Commissioners to Be Sent to 
Canada to Develop Relations. 

Steamer Bucentaur, Capt. Jenkins, of 
the Now Zealand & African Steamship 
Company' (Bucknall Bros.), plyiug witn 
the Pondo of the same line in the B. 0.- 
New Zealand service, reached port at 
noon yesterday and after landing four 
teen sacks of grass seed, her only 
freight for Victoria, proceeded to Van- 
couver, for which pott she had ISS'J bales 
of llax from Wellington and one cuse of 
jam, 270 nags of grass seed from Lyttle- 
tou and 021 bales of hemp and 35 cases 
of meats from Auckland. A call was 
made at Westporl, New Zealand. The 
only other call mude en route was at 
•Suva, Fiji islands, where she remained 
three days discharging a large amount 
of structural steel nnd bridge girders 
brought from Now Vork to New Zen 
land and transshipped for Suva. Mue. 
of this is to be used in the construction 
of the new sugar refinery being built in 
the Fiji islands by the Colonial & B. C. 
Sugar Company, in which the proprietors 
of the sugar refinery at Vancouver are 
much interested. The Bucentaur left 
Iter last New Zealand port, Auckland, 
on September 12th, and had a pleasant 
and uneventful voyage until arrival off 
Cape Flattery, where thick fog was en- 
countered. 

Off the entrance to the Straits the 
Bucentaur sighted a large tleet of sail 
ing vessels, including four large square- 
rigged ships ami live three or foiir- 
ninsted schooners, mostly waiting to he 
towed up. Capt. Jenkins thought there 
was one. if not two, loaded ships among 
those waiting outside. There are two 
loaded cargo vessels fully due, if no; 
overdue. The British ship b'lugal, with 
sail and general cargo, is 170 days from 
Glasgow, and the British bark Don is 
Ul2 days cut from London with general 
cargo. The Fingal was last reported on 
.lime Titli in 5 south and 20 west. The 
Don was last reported at Montevideo, 
winch port she put into with her master 
sick, and left there on June 20th for 
Victoria. The Don has had an event- 
ful passnge. Soon after soiling she whs 
towed into Plymouth on March iSth 
with three of her crew injured, and her 
bulwarks, lower port rigging and top- 
masts carried away as a result of col- 
lision with an unknown vessel off Start 
point. The vessel, after being repaired, 
left Plymouth on April l.">th and on 
Jnue 12th put into Montevideo with her 
captain sick, and eight days later left 
for this port. The ship Blythswood, 03 
days out from Haiphong, China, is also 
due. 

Capt. Jenkins of the Bucentaur re- 
ports that the New Zealand government 
lias decided to send a trode agent to 
Canada to work up an intercolonial 
trade between Canada and the Antipo- 
dean colony, and it is expected that a 
large trnde will be developed. The ex- 
hibit of Canadian goods sent by the 
Pondo. about eight hundred tons in til), 
to he exhibited at the New Zealand 
exhibition to lie held at Christrhurch 
this, spring, in November, will do much 
to advertise the produce of Canada for 
which a market can be found in New 
Zealand, which country can send to 
Canada flax, hemp, cowrie gum. whic'u 
is valuable, for manufacturers of var 
liisll, frozen meats in season, and other 
goods, and there is n market there for 
almost everything that Canada can send, 
especially for manufactured goods, agri- 
cultural implements, machinery and gen- 
eral produce. They will Uike much can- 
ned salmon, and no end of produce, 
potatoes, onions, etc. 

Tin' Bucentaur ami Pondo are main- 
taining a two-monthly service between 
British Columbia and .New Zealand 
ports, for which an animal subsidy of 
$100,000 is paid, half by the latter col- 
ony anil half by Canada. This is the 
first occasion on which any of the steam- 
ers have called ai Victoria on the in- 
ward voyage, the steamship company 
maintaining that the call here was op- 
tional. However, instructions were given 
to the owners from Ottawa to the effect 
that a call must be made at Victoria 
boh inward and outward, and the cad 
is being made.

LANDING AT PACHENA DIFFICULT 

Quadra Continues Loading Lighthouse 
Material—Northern Steamers Sail. 

Steamer Quadra is still loading material 
for the Pachona Point light, ami it Is 
doubtful if ever the government steamer 
has boon so heavily loaded as she Is at 
present. There are ten thousand brick, 
tons of cement, of lime, of sand, rubble 
stone, etc., and lumber galore, big timbers 
and small cuts of tongued and grooved 
Hearing, all piled In the waist and on the 
decks of the government steamer. Yester- 
day, despite the rain, the crew remained 
busy all day loading the vessel, and It Is 
expected a start will J)e made for the 
scene of the new lighthouse about me end 
of the week. When the material will be 
landed Is a question to which none of her 
officers will hazard an answer. It is stal- 
ed thnt It will require no less than eight 
days at the lowest estimate iO land the 
material by the Quadra's boats, as - land- 
ing must he made, If good weather can 
ho secured. However, at this time of 
year It is extremely doubtful If there will 
be good weather at this exposed point for 
two davs together, much less for eight 
successive davs. Ttie result will be that 
the Quadra must meeds remain at Bam- 
tiold until good weather is .reported, and. 
then the vessel will steam - around Cape 
Beale to Seablrd Islands t.o land Uie ma- 
terial for the building oT the 'l'achena Point 
until 'the sweeping ■ seas and rolling surf 
which are almost constant at Oils season 
prevent further landing. The general opin- 
ion of those who know the situation Is 
that the chances of the material being 
landed at tills season Of the year are poor. 
If the material can be successfully landed 
the Quadra will Mien proceed -to IBnmfleld 
Creek, where the workmen being brought 
from Albernl district will he ready to be 
ronveyed to the scene, and the staff wly 
work under a competent foreman by day 
labor. The usual arrangement ts to build 
the lighthouses by contract; hut this one 
will be built by day work. The Idea of 
the department of marine mid (fisheries Is 
to have the light completed by the end 
of December. Shipping men arc disposed 
to wager again this being accomplished, 
owing to the slim chances of successfully 
landing the material at this time of year, 
although the binding would have offered 
little difficulty In the summer months.

"I am practically a temperance man 
myself," said be, "hut I do not think it 
Is a square deal to the liquor men that 
they should be persecuted. Why, In 
one clause the holder of the license Is 
required to have his license constantly 
exposed in his place of business and 
almost the next clause says, he must 
take It before the commissioners when- 
ever he is called on to do so. In either 
case he will be creating 

A Breach of tho Bylaw 
for which he is liable in loose ills license 
What kind of law is that? 

Continuing, the gentleman said: "I 
cannot understand how a bndv of men 
can Introduce such a bylaw to govern 
any business in this city. It Is the 
worst I have ever seen and I hope It 
will be defeated. I pay my llcenso, said 
I he merchant, and I invest my money 
In the business and I expect to receive 
such treatment from the authorities as 
will allow me to carry on business lii 
a profitable manner, and I think the 
saloon men and holders of licenses 
should he treated the same. Personal- 
ly I would not euro if there were no 
saloons In the city, but I do not like 
this way of everlastingly nagging tho 
hotelmen. They are in business, have 
paid their license and in many cases 
have Invested large sum of money; 
und I cannot see any reason why they 
should not receive the some considera- 
tion as the butcher, baiter or candle> 
st Ick maker.' " 

A Government street merchant when 
approached on the question, said he 
had only one way of looking at the 
mutter — that if the bylaw were passed 
the board of aldermen, would consti- 
tute themselves 

A Domineering Board 

that would compare favorably with the 
Czar himself and establish a little bit 
of Russia in Victoria. 

A third business man when asked 
his opinion said: "J have nol had time 
to thoroughly look into it, hut if what 
I hour is right, tho aldermen must tnko 
us for a lot of children, who are not 
able 'to protect ourselves. I have not 
studied the matter, said he, but I will 
draw the attention of the aldermen tn 
the fact thut lbe.V are our paid ser- 
vants, put 111 power to make laws for 
nut' benefit, and it is their duty to do 
so, not to try to antagonize the citi- 
zens .in the, manner they are doing."

So Madame Adellna PattI is really 
closing her stage career. It sounds like 
the end of a fairy tale, the most won- 
derful fairy tale that has been lived or 
dreamed.

Her mother was a Roman, her father a 
Sicilian; she was horn In Spain, and 
arrived In New York before she was 
two months old. She speaks English, 
Gorman, French, Italian. Spanish and 
Russian. "I love the Italian language." 
she tells us, "the American people, the 
English country, nnd my Welsh home." 
Still more cosmopolitan and universal 
litis been her triumph nil over the globe. 
Emeprors, kings, students, working 
men, nil have vied with one another to 
do themselves the honor of offering her 
their homage. Canaries hnve been lot 
loose In the Spanish opera house to 
bear her greeting; roses have been 
scattered In the frosty air nf St. Potrs- 
burg bTor hr feel. 

Tho Prohhecy. 

And oven the beginning of her story 
is like a fairy tale. "I remember," she 
has told ns, "once .creeping Into my 
mother's bedroom when she was out 
and dressing myself up In one of her 
gorgeous dresses, with a mimic crown 
upon my head. Then I placed several

With 
a wave of her hand she moved aside 
to speak to an acquaintance standing 
near by. Quivering with pride and dis- 
appointment, my (lingers tightening on 
the precious offering, I turned away. 
Someone caught me in his arms. My 
>s were too blinded with tears at 
first to realize who my champion was. 
But Mario himself proved tho kind 
comforter.

FRUIT BELTS SUFFER. 

Great Damage By Storm. — Buffalo 
Bore Brunt of Gale. . 

Buffalo, X. Y„ Ot. .11.— The storm 
if snow andj|leet which swept, over, this, 
pari of the country las.t night a hd today, 
was the worst in many years. Tele- 
graph, telephone and trolley lines were 
prostrated in all directions; ' The storm 
covered 11 wide area including Ontario', 
western .Neew York and northern Penn- 
sylvania! The damage to the rich fruit 
belts of Chautnqtiu, Niagara and Orleans 
counties is incalculable. 

Whole orchards "bf peach trees and 
oilier small fruits were .crushed to tho 
ground by the wet clinging snow which 
fell steadily for many hours. Tonight 
the weather is clear and cold and the 
means of communication tire - being slow- 
ly re-established. 

Buffalo bore the brunt of the storm. 
The damage in this city alone is nut fur 
fronj !l quarter of a million dollars, and 
two deaths occurred which were direct- 
ly due to the effects of the storm. The 
electric light systems were paralyzed.

THE ISLE OF PINES. 

Provincial Government of Cuba Wont 
Touch Question of Sovereignty. 

Havana. Oct. 11.— The provisional 
government will have nothing to do with 
the question of Ihc sovereignly oi the 
Isle of Pines, oc with the separation of 
the government of the island from tht! 
rest nf the Cllluill republic. The execu- 
tive authority of the United States al- 
ready has declared that the Isle of Pines 
belongs to Cuba, the entire matter be- 
ing one for tlio adjudication of the state 
department. The provisional govern- 
ment, which is wholly under the wai 
department, will not mix the question. 
The code of the government of the Isle 
of Pines may lie altered or amended, 
hut the desire of the Isle of Pines tor 
territorial or municipal government as 
part of the United Stales cannot he con- 
ceded by any action on the part of the 
provisional government.

Ottawa, Out., Oct. 11— (Special).— 
Sir Wilfrid and his colleagues today 
met the Provinclallsts for a couple of 
hours and at lunch time when the con- 
ference rose, the First Minister In his 
jaunty way assured the newspaper 
men that they had been having a per- 
fect love feast in the conference room. 
Another of the federal ministers told 
your correspondent that tho provin- 
clallsts hdd been given some difficult 
conundrums to solve. 

The pivotal 'question now Is — If Do- 
minion consents to accept the sub- 
sidy resolutions of 1902 as the basis 
of settlement, what will the provinces 
give in return? - 

In addition to Quebec, Prince Ed- 
ward Island and British Columbia re- 
pealing irritating taxes like the com- 
mercial travelers', one of the proposals 
put forward by the federal ministers 
is to the effect that in the event of 
being granted subsidies from the Do- 
minion tlio provinces should forego the 
right of taxation upon corporations 
and companies which have a federal 
charter. This would be a very serious 
matter for the provinces and was evi- 
dently made without due consideration 
of tho facts. For instance, British Col- 
umbia would receive, apart from any 
special consideration, an additional 
sum of $61,987, and would have to fore- 
go taxes amounting to $60,913. 

The case of Manitoba shows the im- 
practicability of the federal govern- 
ment's suggestion that the province 
would receive an Increased subsidy ot 
$81,952 and wquld have to forego tax,- 
es on corporations to the amount of 
5113,425. 

Just how long the conference will 
last and what will be accomplished is 
a mere matter of conjecture. At one 
time today file Situation was greatly 
strained, and a collapse seemed prob- 
able. However, after- an adjournment 
of half nri hour the Provinclallsts came 
together again In o better frame '• of 
mind. Premiers Coulu and Murray 
are keenly anxious to settle financial 
questions, iik Quebec and Nova Scotia 
must have more money; and Premier 
Gouin has declared that he does not 
want to leave Ottawa until a satisfac- 
tory agreement has been reached.

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Confederate War Secrets 



£ Captain Headley Tells of Southern Plans 

I to Capture Northern Cities. 




It would seem that the final word on 
the Civil War will not be said until the 
last veteran of the great strife shall 
have reported at Fame's eternal 'camp- 
ing-ground, says the San Francisco 
Argonaut. The war department re- 
cords and the Confederate archives have 
been published; private soldier and 
commanding officer have had their 
Bay, and non-combatants have writ- 
ten of the war from every conceivable 
aspect. Now comes, forty-one years 
after Lee's surrender, a book by Cap- 
tain John W. Headley, C. S. A., which 
is an account of the expeditions that 
were sent from the Confederate junta 
in Toronto to carry the war into the 
northern cities. With the assistance 
of the "Sons of Liberty," an organiza- 
tion of disaffected Northerners said to 
have numbered 300,000, they proposed 
to release the 80,000 Southern soldiers 
in federal prisons, and to attempt the 
capture of the largest cities. That 
failing, they proposed to apply the 
torch and to lay the country waste. It 
was also planned to gain the mastery 
of the lakes. The treachery of one 
of their numbers prevented what would 
have been the darkest chapter In the 
chronicles of the war, if, Indeed, It did 
not affect the ultimate outcome. 

These daring plans took definite form 
in 1864, when, the long-continued war- 
fare, the drafts, and the political jeal- 
ousies, had caused considerable feeling, 
In some quarters, Inimical to the ad- 
ministration. As early as 1S61, Fer- 
nando Wood then mayor of New York, 
recommended that New York secede, 
and "as a free city, shed the only light 
and hope of a future reconstruction of 
our blessed Confederacy." And Colonel 
Thompson, head of the Confederate 
department In Canada. In 1864, speaks 
of papers in his possession that would, 
if known, utterly ruin and destroy 
many prominent Northern men." Cap- 
tain Headley writes of the plans for 
revolution In the fall of 1864: 

The tangible prospects were best for 
an uprising at Chicago and New York. 
The forces of the "Sons of Liberty" 
were not only organized but arms had 
been distributed. It had been deem- 
ed surest to rely upon the attempt to 
organize a Northwestern Confederacy 
with Chicago as the capital. 

The presidential election which was 
to be held on the 8th day of November 
was deemed an fipportune time for the 
blow to be struck at Chicago and- New- 
York. Colonel Thompson advised us 
detachments under Captain Churchill 
In Cincinnati and Dr. Luke Blackburn 
in Boston would set Are to those cities 
on election day. 

We were told that at least 20,000 men 
were enlisted in New York under a 
complete organization; that arms had 
been provided already for the forces In 
the city, and we could be expected to 
take military supervision of the forces 
at the vital moment. It was proposed 
by the New York managers to take 
possession of the city on the afternoon 
of elyectlon day. The United .States 
sub- treasury was to be captured and 
all other property of the government. 
And especially we were to release the 
prisoners at Fort Lafayette and unite 
them with our forces. 

It was determined that a number of.- 
fires should be started In different 
parts of the city, which would bring 
the population to the streets and pre- 
vent any sort of resistance to our 
movement. To facilitate this part of 
the programme Mr. McMasters, editor 
of the Freeman's Journal, said a sup- 
ply of Greek Are was being made and 
Captain Longmire was looking after 
that arrangement. He wanted the 
Confederates to put that part of the 
plan Into execution, while the New 
York commanders of their forces would 
not only take possession of the city 
and all the approaches, but furnish the 
strength to support the military au- 



thorities. The city authorities were 
our frlemls. Jn parting, Mr. McMas- 
ters told us he would request Governor 
Seymour to send a confidential agent 
down to the city with whom he wish- 
ed to confer. It was understood that 
Governor Seymour would not use the 
militia to suppress the Insurrection in 
the city but would leave that duty to 
the authorities at Washington. Indeed,' 
we were to have the support of the 
governor's official neutrality. . 

But some few days before the elec- 
tion all the New York papers announc- 
ed the arrival of 10,000 soldiers and of 
Major-General Benjamin F. Butler, who 
not only assumed command but issued 
a proclamation In which It appeared 
that ho proposed to deal with any dis- 
orders that might occur to disturb the 
public peace, and hinted that he had 
some information of disloyal move- 
ments. 

The leaders In our conspiracy were 
at once demoralized by this sudden ad- 
vent of General Butler and his troops. 
They felt that he must be aware of 
their purposes and many of them be- 
gan to fear arrest, while others were 
defiant. 

But it looked as if the troops had 
come to stay, and McMasters decided 
to withdraw from any further connec- 
tion with the proposed revolution. 
Other leaders became discouraged, and 
the enterprise was abandoned for the 
time. The determined ones then an- 
nounced their purpose to set fire to the 
city. Captain Headley continues: 

It had been agreed that our fires 
would be started in the hotels, so as 
to do the greatest damage in the busi- 
ness district on Broadway. The eight 
members of our party had each taken 
a room at three or four hotels. In do- 
ing this we would buy a black glazed 
satchel for SI and put an overcoat In It 
for baggage. The room at each hotel 
was used enough to show that It was 
being occupied. In leaving, of course, 
the overcoat would be worn and the 
satchel left behind empty. 

It was agreed that our operations 
should begin promptly at 8 o'clock p. 
m., so that the guests of hotels might 
all escape, as we did not want to de- 
stroy any lives. 

At 6 o'clock promtply on the evening 
of November 25, 1864, our party met 
in our cottage headquarters, two fall- 
ing to report. The bottles of Greek 
fire having been wrapped , In paper, 
were put in our coat pockets. Each 
man took ten bottles. It was agreed 
that after our operations were over we 
should secret ourselves and meet hero 
the next night at l> o'cluck to compare 
notes and agree on further plans. I 
had rooms at the Astor House. City 
Hotel. Everett House, and the United 
States Hotel. Colonel Martin occupied 
rooms at the Hoffman, Fifth Avenue, 
St. Denis,- and two others. Lieutenant 
Ashbrook was at the St. Nicholas, La 
Fargo, and several others. Altogether 
nineteen hotels were fired, namely, 
Hoffman House, Fifth Avenue. St. 
Denis. St. James, La Farge, St.- Nicho- 
las, Metropolitan, Howard, Tammany, 
Brandreth's, Gramercy Park, Hanford, 
New England, Belmont. Lovejoy's. City 
Hotel Astor United States and Everett. 

I reached the Astor House at 7.20 
o'clock, got my key, and went to my 
room In the top story. It was the low- 
er corner front room on Broadway. 
After lighting the gas jet I bung the 
bedclothes loosely on the headboard 
and piled the chairs, drawers of the 
bureau and washstand on the bed. 
Then stuffed some newspapers about 
among the mass and poured a bottle 
of turpentine over it all. I concluded 
to unlock my' door and fix the key on 
the outside, as I might have to get out 
in a hurry, for I did not' know whether 
the Greek fire would make a noise or 
not. I opened a bottle carefully and 
quickly and spilled if on- the pile of 



scavered that my satchel had no bag- 
ige! in It and that perhaps the clerk 



rubbish. It blazed up instantly and 
the whole bed seemed to be in flames 
before I could get out. I locked the 
door and walked down the hall and 
stairway to the office, which was fair- 
ly crowded with people. I left the 
key at the office as usual, and passed 
out. 

Across at the City Hotel I proceeded 
In the same manner. Then in going 
down to the Everett House I looked 
over at my room In the Astor House. 
A' bright light appeared within, but 
there was no Indications below of any 
alarm. Alter getting ^through' at the 
Everett House I started to the United' 
States Hotel, when the fire bells began, 
to ring uptown-. I got through at the 
United States Hotel without trouble, 
but In leaving my key the clerk, I 
thought, looked at me a little curious- 
ly. It occurred to "me that it had been 
dis 
gagi 

had a mind to mention the fact 

As I came back to Broadway It seem- 
ed that a hundred bells wore ringing, 
great, crowds were gathering on the 
street, and there was a general con- 
sternation. I concluded to go and see 
how the fires Were doing. There was 
no panic at the Astor House, but to my 
Surprise a great crowd was pouring 
out of Barnum's '.Museum nearly op- 
posite the Astor. It was now a quar- 
ter after nine o clock by the ICty Hall 
tower clock. Presently the alarm came 
from the City Hotel and the Everett. 
The surging crowds were frantic. But 
the greatest panic was at Barnumls 
Museum. People were coming out and 
down ladders from the second and 
third floor windows and the manager 
was crying out for help to get his an- 
imals out. It looked like people were 
getting hurt In running over each oth- 
er in the stampede, and still I could 
not help some astonishment, for I did 
not suppose there was a tire In the 
museum. 

In accordance with our plan, I went 
down Broadway and turned across the 
North river wharf. The vessels and 
barges of every description were lying 
along close together and not more than 
twenty yards from the street. I pick- 
ed dark spots to stand in and jerked a 
bottle In six different places. They 
were ablaze before I left. One had 
struck a barge of baled liny and made 
a big fire. There were wild scenes 
here the last time I looked back. I 
started straight for the City Hall. 

There was still a crowd around the 
Astor House and everywhere, but I 
edged through and crossed over to the 
City Hall, where I caught a car just 
starting up town. I got off on Bowery 
street opposite the Metropolitan Hotel 
to go across and see how Ashbrook 
and Harrington had succeeded. After 
walking half a square I observed a 
man walking ahead of me and recog- 
nized him. It was Captain Kennedy. I 
closed up behind him and slapped him 
on the shoulder. Ho squatted and be- 
gan to draw his pistol, but I laughed 
and he knew me. He laughed and said 
he ought to shoot me for giving him 
such a scare. 

We soon related to each other our 
experience. Kennedy said that after 
he touched off his hotels he concluded 
to go down to Barnum's Museum and 
stay until something turned up, but 
had only been there a few minutes 
when alarms began to ring all over the 
city. He decided to go out, and com- 
ing down the stairway it happened to 
be clear at a turn and the Idea occur- 
red to him that there would be fun to 
start a scare. He broke a bottle of 
Greek lire, he said, on the edge of a 
step like lie would crack an egg. It 
blazed up and he got out to witness the 
result. He had been down there In 
the crowd ever since and the fires at 
the Astor House and the City Hotel 
had both been put out. But he had 
listened to the talk of the people and 
heard the opinion expressed general 
that rebels were in the city to destroy 
it. He thought our presence must be 
known. Harrington had broken a bot- 
tle in the Metropolitan Theatre at 8 
o'clock, just after he fired the Metrop- 
olitan Hotel adjoining; and Ashbrook 
had done likewise at Niblo's Garden 
Theatre adjoining the La Farge Hotel. 

We went Into the crowd on Broad- 
way and stopped at those places to see 
what happened. There was the wild 



est excitement imaginable. There* was 
all sorts of talk about hanging the 
rebels to lamp posts or burning them 
at the stake. Still w» discovered that 
all was surmise apparently. So far as

we could learn the programme had 
been carried out, but It appeared that 
all had made a failure. It seemed to 
us that there was something wrong 
with our Greek tire. 

All had observed that the tires had 
been put out In all the places, as eas- 
ily as any ordinary Are. We en/ine to 
the conclusion that Longmire and his 
manufacturing chemist had put up a 
job on us after it was found that we 
could not be dissuaded from our pur- 
pose. 

Through the betrayal of their cause 
by Godfrey Hymans, the government 
detectives learned who the conspirators 
were, but. only Captain Kennedy was 
captured. Before he was hanged Ken- 
nedy made a confession in which he 
said: "In .retaliation for Sheridan's 
atrocities In the Shenandoah Valley we 
desired to destroy property, not the 
lives of women and children, although 
that would, of course, have followed 
in Its train." And Captain Headley 
justifies the attempt to burn New York 
by saying: 

It Is fair to all concerned to record 
the fact that ten days before this at- 
tempt of Confederates to burn New 
York city, General Sherman had burn- 
ed the city of Atlanta, and the North- 
ern papers and people of the war 
party were In great glee over the mis- 
eries of the Southern people. I heard 
them talk every day in New York, in 
restaurants, hotels, and on the streets. 

Failure also attended the efforts of 
the "raiders" in Chicago and other cit- 
ies. The release of 8,000 prisoners at 
Camp Douglas seemed Imminent when 
the federal garrison was Increased, and 
the Confederate leaders arrested. 
Nothing daunted, however, these dar- 
ing spirits attempted another adven- 
ture, the rescue of seven Southern 
generals who were to be transferred 
from Johnson's Island to Fort Lafay- 
ette, New York: 

They were Major Generals Edward 
Johnson and J. R. Trimble; Brigadier- 
Generals J. J. Archer, M, Jeff Thomp- 
son, J. R. Jones, W. N. A. Beall, and I. 
W. Frazier. Colonel Thompson sent 
for me on the morning of the 13th of 
December. He was anxious that these 
generals should escape or be released 
on the train en route. He thought that 
we, with Captain Beall and a few 
others, hmlght rescue them If it could 
be done at all. 

It was Intended that we should board 
the train bearing the prisoners and 
capture It within a short distance of 
Buffalo, then we could derail the 
coaches and run the engine and ex 
press car within two miles of the city 
and derail them also. 

Martin was to give the signal for 
our attempt on the guards. He in- 
tended to get hold of the officer In 
charge of the beginning and then try 
to make him surrender the others, 
while the rest of us would get the drop 
on the guards at each door. The gen- 
erals were to be quickly armed, and 
after changing overcoats with passen- 
gers, the engineer would be taken in 
charge' to run Into the suburbs of Buf- 
falo, where Martin would get off with 
the generals and force the engineer to 
run back Into the country. 

We reached the appointed place on 
the road and secreted our conveyance 
in a wood near by. Colonel Martin 
concluded to put an Ivon rail in a fence 
gap and cover it with snow to stop 
the train if it did not stop when sig- 
naled with a lantern; but before we 
got ready the train came and went by 
without any trouble, throwing the Iron 
rail about fifty yards. But it was jar- 
red, and stopped about two hundred 
yards distant, and one or two men 
started back with lanterns. We hur- 
ried back to the city and took the train 
for Suspension Bridge, where we were 
obliged to wait an hour for the train 
from New York on the Central rail- 
road. 

Captain Beall, one of the would-be 
rescuers, was arrested by the federal 
authorities, and was later executed. 
Beall, it was, with Captain Cole who 
attempted *o capture the gunboat 
Michigan, on Lake Erie, two months 
before. Had they been successful It 
would have, put the cities and towns 
of New York, Ohio, Illinois, Michigan; 
and Wisconsin, that were upon the 
shores of the lakes at the mercy of this 
warship under Confederate command. 

The plan provided that Beall with a 
force of twenty Confederates should 
take passage on the .%teamor Phllo 
Parsons at or below Detroit, put the 
I passengers and crew ashore, and then 
steam ahead In the usual way as If 
going to Sandusky until near the 
' Michigan, when they would turn and 
I run alongside, board and capture ~Viva 
gunboat. The prisoners on Johnson's 
Island would then be released. Cap- 
tain Cole meanwhile would perform 
his part and have a messenger at Bass 
Island for Beall and Burley upon their 
arrival. 

The acquaintance formed with Cap- 
tain Carter of the Michigan, when 
Captain Cole made his Initial tour 
around the lakes, had been cultivated 
until a congenial association had made 
them the best of friends. Cole had 
also Ingratiated himself In the esteem 
and confidence of the other officers of 
the gunboat. He often entertained 
them at sumptuous dinners at his ho- 
tel and dispensed the choicest wines 
with lavish but discreet hospitality. 
Cole was often an Invited guest on the 
Michigan, and added the engineer to 
his list of friends, with whom he final- 
ly made safe and satisfactory terms. 
It might be said with truth that Cole 
was now a privileged character on the 
gunboat and was freely allowed to 
visit the prison on Johnson Island and 
converse with the officers, among 
whom were Major-General Edward 
Johnson and J. R. Trimble, Brlg.-Gens 
Jeff Thompson, Archer, Jones, Beall. 
and Frazler, Colonel Scales of the 
Thirteenth Mississippi, Major Thomp- 
son of Morgan's command, Captain 
Breckenrldge, son of John C. Brecken- 
rldge of Kentucky, Colonel Luclen 
Davis, who officiated In the John 
Brown war, and Captain Robert Cobb 
Kennedy of the First Louisiana In- 
fantry. These gentlemen were let Into 
the secret of the proposed capture of 
the Michigan and had all the arrange- 
nvnts perfected for a revolt in the 
pr'son at the critical moment, in aid 
of their rescuers, if the gunboat should 
be. tiecured. A signal was to be fired 
from the gunboat by Cole and Beall 
which the prisoners would understand 
to mean that the vessel was in. their 
possession. 

Cole had established relations with 
thfc citizens of Sandusky who were 
members of the "Order of the Star," 
tilts successor of the "Sons of Liberty." 
Th'iso were at his service In a social 
way- They frequently joined him In 
extending hospitality, and he never 
missed an opportunity to fete any of 
the officers of the gunbont when they 
appeared in Sandusky. 

The time had now arrived for action 
nnd Cole arranged with the officers of 
the Michigan to be his guests', on their 
own gunboat at a special champaign 
dinner he was to give on the evening 
of the 10th of September. Meanwhile. 



he had arranged with the engineer to 
derange the machinery of the gunboat. 
Cole's plan at his dinner was to drug 
the wine of the officers and put them 
to sleep. He, with a Confederate com 
panlon, would then be on board to 
await the arrival of Beall. A signal 
was to be sent up from the gunboat 
when Beall approached, besides the 
messenger to Middle Bass Island. 

There was a small arsenal ->n the 
gunboat where the arms, etc., of the 
men were kept. Cole and one friend 
proposed with two pistols each to take 
position at the door of the little ar- 
mory and hold the unarmed men at 
bay- when Beall arrived on the Philo 
Parsons and boarded the gunboat. In 
this way it was expected to obtain 
possession without a conflict or any 
loss of- life, i > 

It happened that some one In the 
confidence of Colonel Thompson had 
betrayed Cole. ' The officers were ad- 
vised In time to arrest him promptly 
and put him in irons. The Michigan 
was put in order for battle with steam 
up for the pursuit of the Phllo Par- 
sons if she approached. It developed, 
however, that the engine did not work 
at this critical juncture, but Captain 
Carter never knew the cause. The en- 
gineer bad' been true to his bargain 
with Captain Cole. 

Beall performed his task successful- 
ly. He captured the Phllo Parsons, 
and the Island Queen, with a large 
number of passengers and Union sol- 
diers. His men, however, would not 
join him in the proposed attack on the 
Michigan, and Beall scuttled both 
vessels. 

Captain Headley tells also of the raid 
upon St. Alvans, Vermont, of the fir- 
ing of the town, tho shooting of sev- 
eral citizens, and the appropriation of 
$200,000 from the bank. Early in 18G4 
Captain Headley and Colonel Martin 
made an effort to capture Andrew 
Johnson, vice-president elect, at Louis- 
ville. Had they not neglected a trifl- 
ing detail they would have had little 
difficulty in carrying out their plans. 



MOZARTE'S ANNIVERSITY 

The one-hundred and fiftieth anniver 
snry of Mozart's birth has just taken 
place at Salzburg where lie wns born. 
As a matter of fact, Mozart was not 
boru in August at all, but in January. 
The celebrations were, however, not un- 
wisely delayed until a summer month; 
in order to make them less a local, and 
more a nutioual expression of gratitude. 

This habit of memorial celebrations 
in honor of great men is a very common 
practice on the Continent, and could 
with ndvnntage spread to England. 
Nothing would so stimulate the reading 
of good literature as birthdny festivals 
held in honor of great writers. After 
each, burst of public attention, 'people- 
would turn to their , works, conscious 
suddenly of ignorance and forgetfulness. 
A yearly festival, for instance, in mem- 
ory of Blake, Wordsworth, Lamb, Mat- 
thew Arnold, Milton, and others might 
help to save modern standards of writ- 
ing. Rut to return to Mozart. "Les 
Annales" gives an amusing ns well as 
interesting story of his methods of com 1 
position. It was (Wring the creation of 
''Don Juan" that he discovered one clay, 
after working for hours, that the hour 
for dinner had already gone. He got up 
and went to a restaurant, and, still ab- 
sorbed in composition, media nially or- 
dered a certain number of dishes in the 
bill of fare. When the soup was 
brought to him, lie sat on looking at it 
with his mind far away in the sphere 
of musical problems until suddenly per- 
ceiving it. he called to a waiter to bring 
another course. He weut on like this 
for over an hour, taking no notice of the 
food brought to him. until abruptly per- 
ceiving it he ordered something to take 
its place. The waiter, who did not know 
him, thought that ho was mail. He be- 
came convinced of it when Mozart sud- 
denly, with shining eyes and eyery symp- 
tom of acute excitement, rose from hi 
sent, emptied his purse on the table 1 
and exclaiming, "1 have it at Fast!" rush- 
ed from the restaurant. His stomach 
was as empty as when he entered; but 
the third act of "Don Juan" had brus- 
quely materialized in his mind. 

Mozart's instinct was like a miracle. 
There is a story of him as a child of 
four years old that has the thrill of the 
incomprehensible. The child was in the 
habit of going sometimes to n shoe- 
maker who played the fiddle in his lei- 
sure moments. One day his father, strik- 
ing some chords on his own fiddle, said 
playfully to the little fellow, "Well, is 
my violin as good as that of your friend 
the shoemaker's?" "You could not play 
together." answered the child gravely. 
"The other violin is just half a tone 
lower than yours." Mozart pere, as- 
tounded at the child's answer, went 
straight to his friend to find out how near 
to the truth the boy's judgment was. The 
two instruments were, as he snid, ex- 
actly half a tone dissonant one from 
the other. The organist came back, and, 
calling his wife and daughter, gave re- 
ligious thanks to the Almighty for the 
gift of a son clearly destined to prove 
a musical genius. — T. V. Weekly.
